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Che Christ Impulse and Peace 


When heaven and earth resounded with celestial song heralding the 
birth of the Christ Child, spiritual force flowed into human evolution 
that has exerted an ever increasing influence upon it from that day to this. 
The keynotes of that song were Peace and Good Will—peace on earth, 
good will among men. 


That this supernal announcement has actually exercised a pro- 
gressively beneficient effect upon our planet and upon humanity at large 
may appear to be contradicted by those pages of history covering the 
last two thousand years. They are largely blood-stained records of count- 
less wars running through every century and involving every nation and 
its people, culminating in this century in a double inferno of shot and 
shell that has resulted in millions upon millions of battle casualties and 
embroiled, directly or indirectly, virtually the entire population of our 


globe. 


Judging by these external appearances only, the world is now further 
from a state of peace on earth and good will to men. But there have 
been, and there are, forces at work beneath the surface—which are 
gradually becoming manifest for all to see and to ponder upon—that give 
promise of the emergence of a more ideal state of being. On the harp 
of life the string of hope is still unbroken. The human heart still echoes 
and re-echoes the prophetic promise of peace and good will. That hope 
was never stronger and the fulfillment of the promise never nearer than 
they are today. 

Even those widespread conflagrations wherein still living generations 
participated gave signs on every front that the towering Martian flames 
were fast burning themselves out. Peoples of the world, at last seeing 
them in their most terrifying and threatening aspect, were beginning to 
withhold those inflamable passions they formerly poured out as the fuel 
to sustain and increase their lurid spread. 

Responsible for this change are two major factors now emerging in 
mass consciousness for the first time. They are phenomena definitely of 
our time, our generation, our point in history. The first of these two 
factors is a national and international demonstration of the utter futility 
of war because “the hope of victory has become illusory.” The second 
stems from a decisive transformation of man’s soul faculties which makes 
him less and less willing or able to take the life of a fellow human being 
even to save his own. 


The Futility of War 

As to the futility of war, it has become increasingly clear in the light 

of recent experience that prizes once held out as a lure have proven to be 
a snare and a delusion. Ultimately, the ideas it would enforce and the 
ideals it would enthrone must be secured by other means than armed 
compulsion. In times past men have imagined that their imposition by 
physical force could promote certain ends—political, economic or re- 
ligious, as the case might be. When that belief was strong and deep 
enough, they willingly sacrificed their lives on a battlefield for the cause 
they espoused. 
But the time has come when ideal objectives must be secured by 
other and more efficacious means than armed force. Whether the ap- 
proach be spiritual or material the answer is the same. No doubt both 
approaches were in the mind of General MacArthur at the beginning of 
Korean peace negotiations in 1951, for he declared that “the outstand- 
ing impression which emerges from the scene is the utter uselessness of 
the enormous sacrifice of life and limb which has resulted. ... A nation 
has been gutted and we stand today just where we stood before it all 
started. This experience again emphasizes the utter futility of modern 
war—its complete failure as an arbiter of international dissentions. Its 
threat must be abolished if the world is to go on .. . and if it does not 
go on, it will go under... .” 


When cease-fire went into effect in Korea it evoked very different 
reactions from those of two previous armistices. Observed the New 
Yorker: “On Sunday night the country experienced its first quiet armistice 
—so quiet as to be eerie. War itself seemed to have undergone a profound 
change and the meaning of the change was not clear. Victory without 
bells; truce without drunkenness, It was unsettling to the mind. Two 
noisy armistices in one lifetime had been followed by wars. Was a silent 
armistice (and the armies intact, the people dazed) a prelude to some- 
thing different, to No War? One couldn't help wondering.” 


Wars End—A Fable | 


Every age has its fables and the present age is no exception. Here 
is one spun from the fabric of our own time. | 

The scene is a large assembly hall filled with respectful listeners 
while on the platform a number of speakers are seated in a semicircle, 
The meeting is devoted to a discussion of the proposition: When War 
Comes. Since no crisis is threatening immediate conflict there is no ex- 
citement, no hysteria, on the part of either speakers or audience, Delib- 
erations procede quietly and camly. It is assumed that war is coming, 
though there is no attempt to determine when or where or why. It is 


apparently assumed that there always have been wars SO there always 
Sis 


will be. Hence, preparations must be made and sides drawn up that all 
may be in readiness when the war gong sounds. 

Every member of the audience is given a number which, it is learned 
later, determines the side whereon he must do battle. The even numbers 
make up one side; the odds, the other. Announcement of this arrange- 
ment is made just before the meeting comes to a close and is accepted 
with complacency by all present, Each person looks to see what number 
he or she has drawn. A gentleman having an even number turns to the 
man at his left to find that the latter also has an even number. They are 
comrades in arms! Then, turning to a very gracious lady seated at his 
right, he learns that she has drawn an odd number. “So we are enemies,” 
he observes in a friendly tone. “That's right,” comes the smiling reply. 
The audience is dispersed, odds and evens mingling in the same friend- 
liness they had on entering the hall. 

Later, the people are manoeuvered into war and are promptly divided 
into opposing camps. They really have no grudge against each other so 
they go into action only under compulsion and the incentive of artificially 
created war hysteria. Every effort is made to develop antipathies and 
hatreds that will cause them to fight more valiantly, but with little 
success. This has been done too many times before on what, as has been 
discovered by those who bear the burden of the fray, was no justifiable 
cause. The war drags on. There is no heart in it for there are too many 
“friendly enemies” on both sides. The conflict cannot be brought to a 
decisive conclusion so there are no victors, no vanquished. 

The leaders, frustrated by this unprecedented situation, conclude 
that the one-time method of armed conflict as an instrument for accom- 
plishing specific ends is no longer effective, They find that it costs more 
than it is worth. And so it actually comes to pass that war as a means of 
settling disputes is finally abandoned. 


Historic Developments 


This is a fable: But elements of that fable have already become 
history. War is on its way out! Governments and peoples are groping for 
a moral substitute, and this is on its way to being found. Concrete ex- 
pressions of an inner longing for a righteous solution are not wanting. 
They made their appearance in the building of The Hague Peace Palace. 
They created the League of Nations; then, undismayed by its failure, 
established the United Nations Organization. They formulated the Pact 
of Paris under which fifteen principal nations condemned “recourse to 
war for the solution of international controversies” and renounced it “as 
an instrument of national policy in their relations with one another.” The 
same urge has kept disarmament proposals and conferences alive in spite 


of every discouragement, the latest world-wide move being the recent 
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appointment of a Commission by the United Nations 
formulate plans looking toward universal disarmament. 


This spirit was also stirring in the hearts of those men who gave birth 
to the Non-Resistance Movement in India—a movement! that proved 
mightier than the sword in securing her independence. Weak in material 
resources, India drew upon her spiritual armory and found the neces- 
sary strength for achieving her freedom. In so doing she demonstrated 
to the world the efficacy of a force capable of adjudicating quarrels, 
righting wrongs and establishing peaceful relations without resorting to 
violence and without suffering the destruction that goes with it. 

Akin to this movement that took its rise in the East is the quiet but 
mighty force birthed in the West and known as Moral Rearmament. Its 
peaceful techniques are proving miraculously effective in reconciling 
differences, establishing justice and creating right relations in every 
field and at every level of human associations the world over. Like the 
still waters that run deep, it is an inconspicuous but potent force. 


And here is another straw in the gentle wind: Prayer books of various 
denominations have long carried a “Prayer for Use in Time of War.” 
The Moravians recently incorporated in their Prayer book a prayer for 
use in Time of Peace! 


We also hear the voice of philosophy. That erudite thinker, Bertrand 
Russell, has come forward with a suggestion that might well lead to far- 
reaching results. His proposal appeared in the New York Times Maga- 
zine, September 27, 1953, and again, in condensed form, in the December 
Reader's Digest. “To Turn Us from Madness,” to quote the title of his

This is the only matter 
in which the interests of the two sides are identical, and it is therefore 
the only matter which can be considered by a conference without making 
the hostile feeling on both sides more violent.” | 


It is furthermore suggested that neutrals take the first step toward 
drawing up a document setting forth the inherent suicidal outcome of 
war. They might get both sides to agree to what is thus|set forth and, 
later, to admit it to each other. Prof. Russel] thinks this, could release 
tensions, remove distrusts, rebuild mutual confidence, turn men aside 


from collective madness and open the door to the settlement of differences 
by negotiation. 
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Here is a simple formula, easily grasped and not difficult to act upon. 
Here is a constructive proposal that cannot help but draw energies in its 
support and it is certain to abet mankind's difficult, but not impossible, 
passage from ways of war to paths of peace. 

The fact that none of the above efforts have as yet ‘succeeded in 
abolishing war does not lessen their historic significance. The ideal, the 
vision, ever outruns performance. We know what is good long before 
we are able to put that good into action, The spirit is willing but the 
flesh is weak. But once the will is aroused, the faltering flesh will be 
brought into obedience. | 

The trend toward disarmament, the outlawing of war, the establish- 
ment of peace and the creation of right relations between men, nations 
and races goes forward despite war's periodic recurrence. Failures have 
only spurred proponents of peace to redoubled efforts. The fiercer and 
more devastating the conflicts, the deeper has become a universal con- 
viction that they must end. The clear alternative is the utter destruction 
of the human race. Being still sound at heart, humanity will not submit 
to annihilation. Numbers of people are coming to recognize that the 
vast tragedies of our time are but the outworking of past mistakes, of 
ignorance, of stupidity and folly, of selfishness and greed, and it follows 
that they themselves can transform this sorry state of affairs by taking 
proper corrective action. When such action gets under way on a wide 
enough scale, civilization, phoenix-like, will rise from the wreckage and 
ruin of the past into a new and enhanced state of being. 


Our planetary trials and tribulations are by no means over, but we 
are definitely on our way up and out. War is having its last grand fling. 
It is the harvest of accumulated evils generated during ages past that is 
exhausting itself as an historic cycle comes to a close. The astrological 
age of Pisces, a cosmically purgatorial period under which humanity 
has experienced much sorrow and suffering, has all but run its course. 
Great expurgations will come before its completion, the horrors of war 
among them. These over, and not until then, the New Age of Aquarius— 
the Water Bearer from whose urn flow the spiritual waters of brotherhood 
and friendship, of universal cooperation and companionship—will come 
into its Own. 

The Spiritual Factor 


The second of the two major factors operating in the life of humanity 
is something that goes far deeper than physical revulsion and reasoned 
reactions to armed violence. It is psychological. It relates to man’s un- 
folding consciousness, It comes from the development of new qualities 
of character and the emergence of added soul faculties. It is spiritual. 


We speak glibly about living in a period of transition, but it is safe to 
ma 


say that the full nature and the deeper significance of that transition will 
not be adequately appraised until it can be viewed from the historical 
perspective of several centuries hence, This judgment is arrived at quite 
reasonably on the basis of carefully observed developments of our time 
end finds corroboration in the unfolding revelations of spiritual science. 


Some of our readers will be sure to remember an article by Bill 
Davidson that appeared in Colliers Magazine for November 8, 1952, 
entitled Why Half Our Combat Soldiers Fail to Shoot. This article is a 
factual report, carefully documented with names, h dates and 
statistical information secured from authoritative military and govern- 
mental sources. The facts themselves are startling in tes significance 
and implications. They bring to the reader’s mind qualities of soul that 
have been slowly developing through the centuries — qualities which 
received their greatest impulse when the angelic song heralding the 
Christ's coming set the planetary keynote to the harmonic chord of 
“Glory to God in the highest, peace on earth, good will toward men.” 

If space permitted we would quote the entire article. Every para- 
graph is important in disclosing a situation that, until lin m neither 


the military nor the public dreamed possible. For example, in any given 
action of World War II, “only 12 to 25 per cent of all the combat soldiers 
. . . were able to pull the trigger! In Korea, the n ot been raised 
by dint of intensive effort, but only to a maximum of about 50 per cent.” 
The article goes on to say that “courage, as such, often is not involved, 
There was a much-decorated World War I company commander, for 
instance, who always advanced under fire well ahead of his men, urging 
them on, yet, he confessed to a fellow officer that throughout the entire 
war he never was able to bring himself to pull the trigger of his weapon. 
He is now, incidentally, a general in the Marine Corps.” 
Pursuing the question of why soldiers cannot shoot, fhe writer states 
that he spoke to dozens of scientists, army historians, combat commanders 
and noncommissioned officers who had just returned from the Korean 
front and found that nearly all told the same story. He cites case after 
case of men who have been decorated several times for their heroism, 
but who simply did not and would not kill. He relates that in one en- 
gagement in Korea “an entire platoon had frozen, no one had fired;” and 
another instance where one lone soldier held the sae i single handed 
after his company and six tanks had withdrawn. | 
Brigadier General S. A. Marshall is credited with being the first to 
discover this mass phenomenon of non-firers, His one i for arriving 
at true data are detailed. Group interrogation proved to be the key. He 
discovered that non-firers were found in both Army ane Marine Corps 
units, and in green and seasoned outfits alike. 
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The Operation Research Office has had many specialists studying 
the problem in an effort to learn the reason for this unprecedented situ- 
ation, and also to find ways and means for overcoming it. Naturally, 
since our armed forces are sent out to wage victorious battle. Machines 
alone are not enough. It still takes men, men in frontline action. If they 
fail to perform, military objectives cannot be realized. 

And what do the experts find? Too many and too deeply ingrained 
inhibitions. Cultural and religious training are to blame for refined 
sensibilities, the admonition that “no gentlemen ever loses his temper,” 
the commandment “Thou shalt not kill.” The direction of our social and 
spiritual development is proving antithetical to military necessity. Says 
the Military, since we must make war and must have soldiers, the effects 
of such training must in some way be “temporarily removed.” The mob 
spirit must be cultivated and human passions roused so the individual 
will lose all sense of responsibility for his actions. It is held by specialists 
given the task of remedying the human factor failure in war that an 
anaesthetized moral sensibility might enable soldiers to perform more 
efficiently. Says General Marshall: “We have gone as far as we can on 
the perfecting of weapons. Our only chance to move forward is to remold 
the human material.” 


QUESTION: If this remolding means submergence of the dignity 
and worth of individuals and a repudiation of spiritual and moral qualities 
that it has taken ages to develop, what is left that is worth fighting for? 
Fortunately, the dilemma that has presented itself can and will be 
resolved in a manner that will carry humanity, not backward but forward. 
Of that there appears to be ample evidence. 


Human Nature Does Change 


There is a wide gulf separating the younger from the older genera- 
tions of our day. Generally speaking, previous generations accepted war 
without effective protest. When called upon to fight they did as they 
were bidden. There were few or no inhibitions to keep them from using 
weapons for their intended purpose. They would fight for a mere piece 
of ground, to maintain national prestige, to avenge a real or fancied 
slight. Without question they answered the call to do and die. 

This is no longer so. And it is not, as previously observed, because 
there is less courage or less capacity for sacrifice. Nor is it because men 
have grown cynical and concluded there is nothing worth fighting or 
dying for. If this were true the increasing number of non-firers on our 
battle fronts would be a sign of general moral deterioration and not, as 
we believe it is, the evidence of the progressively humanizing and 
divinizing influence of the Christ Impulse. 
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A certain combination of circumstances and conditions is destined to 
bring the accumulating effects of this Impulse into the mass consciousness 
of humanity with resultant modifications in attitudes, beliefs and behavior. 
People as a whole are more alert, more awake. They have a raised vision, 
the vision of a warless world. Among the military this vision tends to 
smother passions, temper hatreds and lessen violence. Men are now 
placing a higher valuation upon life—all life—and are no longer willing 
or able to take the lives of others or to give their own except where they 
have an absolute conviction that there is no alternative between taking 
or losing physical form on the one hand and betraying an accepted ideal 
or principle on the other. The very quality that is inhibiting our soldiers 
from pulling the trigger even under enemy attack would under such 
circumstances give them a greater, not a lesser courage to resist an 
aggressor. 


The higher a man rises in consciousness, the more he identifies 
himself with the indwelling spirit rather than with his outward form; 
and consequently, the slower will he be to do injury to another and the 
firmer will he be to prevent injury being inflicted upon himself. The 
spiritual factor will increasingly dictate the line of action to be taken. 
Our soldiers today—and we have factual data only with regard to our 
own men—are no longer blind, regimented followers. ¡They are indi- 
viduals. The ability to discriminate between right and wrong, good and 
evil, is growing ever stronger and clearer. It is an inevitable accompani- 
ment to the egoic development that is continuously being nurtured by 
the ever active Christ Impulse. 


It is also to be observed at this point that while war is on its way 
out, while war as a method of settling disputes between nations and races 
is proving both futile and intolerable, there is from a spiritual point of 
view something worse even than war. This would be failure to resist the 
imposition of a way of life aimed at undermining and eventually destroy- 
ing the moral principles and the spiritual values that alone give lasting 
worth to human existence. There are evils, planetary and cosmic, that 
would bring humanity under their sway. In ancient Atlantis these evils 
attempted such conquest. At that time humanity was saved from a 
dire fate through divine intervention, These same forces tried once again 
in our day to dominate this earth, finding national instrumentalities to 
further their purpose in both the Orient and the Occident..

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Parables of Christ Jesus

SAGITTARIUS—December 

Sagittarius is the sign of high idealism, of inspiration and aspiration. 
It is the sign of priests and poets, of prophets and Seers. Under this sign 
an awakened and illumined mind literally strives to soar amid the stars.

By “hate” is meant undue attachment, and the Master declares that 
excessive attachment to things and relationships must be renounced 
before at-one-ment with the All Highest is possible. While a true disciple 
may be in the world, he must not be of it. 

Every negative or destructive emotion has to be overcome by its 
opposite. Hate ceases not by hate, but by love. Love is the one true 
solvent. Good Will is the paramount reconciler. Not until we have made 
complete renunciation of our baser selves have we made ourselves worthy 
to hear the Master say: “Come; for all things are now ready.” Then we 
are privileged to sit beside Him and to partake of the Great F east—which 
means partaking of the infinite joys of celestial realms. 

No one can fully share in this Holy Repast until he has effected a 
union between the masculine and feminine principles within himself; 
that is, until he has established a balanced relationship between the 
powers of head and heart.

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Understanding the Age in Which We Live 


We are living in an age unlike any that has gone before, It is dif- 
ferent because we are different. We have unfolded added faculties and 
developed changes in consciousness, Experience is continually modifying 
our thinking, feeling and willing impulses.

At certain periods in history there has been what is aptly referred 
to as “evolution by explosion.” Consciousness experienced an outburst of 
fresh awareness and the whole wide sweep of human activity ranged 
out into hitherto unexplored areas. The resultant extension of familiar 
boundaries in human concerns necessitated fundamental changes in the 
established pattern of collective living. At one time the change merely 
marked a shift in emphasis to another aspect of the existing | culture; at 
other times it gave birth to a new culture within a continuing civilization, 
At yet more significant points in history an entirely new civilization came 
into being. It is the latter, nothing less, that the world experiences today.

dialing the proper number. Time and space have been so contracted 
that our three-dimensional world is on the very borderline of the fourth 
dimension. We are in the high powered atomic age where matter merges 
into spirit. 

Such changes cannot take place in the physical world without a 
corresponding change in man’s world outlook, his modes of living, his 
patterns of behavior and the qualities of his life, since man is not only 
body and mind but also soul and spirit. Whatever affects one part of 
his being does not leave the other parts unaffected. 


The great tribulation of our day arises from humanity's misdirection 
of, or resistance to, the forces that make for growth. When cosmic forces 
designed to unify the race and universalize consciousness are selfishly 
appropriated for narrower ends, it results in tragedy. Resistance to the 
forward evolutionary movement inevitably gives rise to every kind of 
trouble and conflict. 


In the political sphere this resistance is most evident in the reluctance 
of great powers to surrender their systems of colonialism. In the economic 
sphere it appears in a refusal to produce for use instead of for profit, 
thus bringing endless hardships in its train. In religion the attempts to 
confine the operation of the Christ Impulse within formal organizations 
and doctrinal creeds has led to widespread disbelief and in some instances 
to national apostasy. 


Life must be reinterpreted in terms of the age into which we are 
entering. That reinterpretation must extend to every phase and facet of 
existence. It is not to be considered as merely interesting intellectual and 
philosophic speculation to be pursued only when and if there is leisure 
from carrying on “business as usual.” It needs to be regarded as essential 
as reference to a travel guide when touring territory where all familiar 
roads, turns and landmarks have been replaced by new highways and 
systems of control. While mountains and lakes, forests and seashores 
remain stationary, they must be reached over new routes, 


So it is that the great fundamental principles by which we live and 
grow remain eternally the same, but our understanding and application 
of them continually changes. At times a leap is made, as it were, from 
one stage of development to another—as is the case in our day—and 
drastic alterations take place. Then it becomes necessary to pause, 
look back, take stock, examine the way we have come and decide upon 
the way that will take us where we aspire to be in the world of tomorrow,

This book—by the author of “If a Man Die He Shall Live Again,” “Lectures 
on Christian Science,” and other well known publications—was first brought 
out in 1946 and has been in demand since that time because of its simplicity, 
clarity and effective presentation of healing techniques that treat with cause 
rather than with effect. 

Medical and non-medical methods of alleviating dis-ease as it manifests in 
the physical vehicle of men have their place, and so do the purely scientific 
systems of treating mental and emotional disturbances. They are /all good—or, 
at least, nearly all. But, and we say this in grateful recognition of the benefits 
they bestow upon suffering humanity, they are not good enough. There is a 
more direct, less fallible modus operandi. | 

Hence, we are not only willing but anxious to present to our readers a text 
that covers such an extensive field of spiritual healing by one who knows 
whereof he writes. In this single volume nearly a hundred phases fe the subject

Few there are who will not readily 
recognize his name in connection with theology, but there are not many who 
are familiar with the extent of his influence in and on the other branches of 

learning. We are more or less prone to associate Jonathan Edwards with a 

Puritanical past and let it go at that. 

A time has come, however, when America and Americans need to re-evaluate 
their Puritan heritage, a heritage that is unique. This book offers a good start- 
ing point. We quote from the Editor's Introduction: “The figure of Edwards, 
along with some others of his day, stands out distinctly .. . in colonial America. 

We may think of him today as a master of an outgrown form of religious re- 

vival or as a prophet of a lost theological cause ... but we can ¡never discount 

the massive proportions of his intellect as it operated upon finely spun theo- 
logical and philosophical distinctions and the original outbursts of critical 
analysis of thought as one among the giants of an earlier day.”
